gas tax fund. Formerly all the 
money went to the state high- 
way department with major 
highways only getting the bene- 
fit. Upland joined with other 
California cities through the 
League of Municipalities in seek- 
ing a share of the funds. A 
larger share is sought and at 
the next session of the Cali- 
fornia legislature a determined 
effort will be made for the cities 
to get more gas money and to 
get it without reservations. 
Under the present plan, Up- 
land can use the gas money only 
on certain streets and only af- 
ter the state highway depart- 
ment has approved the plans. 
As the city completes the work, 
the highway department is bill- 
ed for the expenditures. Ap- 
proximately $2,000 is the city’s 
share for last year and this year.
